CHARLES FRANCIS DORR BELDEN 
By Edward H. Redstone 


The Library world was suddenly shocked 
when on October 24, 1931, they received 
word of the death of Mr. Charles F. D. 
Belden, Director of the Public Library of 
the City of Boston. 

Mr. Belden was one of the best known 
Librarians in the country. 

Charles Francis Dorr Belden was born 
October 5, 1870, at Syracuse, New York, 
the son of Francis C. and Jennie Maude 
(Wright) Belden. When he was five years 
old, the family moved to Niagara Falls, and 
he attended high school at Buffalo. For 
college he came to the East. He entered and 
was graduated from Harvard with the Class 
of 1895. Having received his degree of A.B., 
he at once began study in the Harvard Law 





School. Upon graduating in 1898, he re- 
turned to Niagara Falls, took his bar exam- 
ination, and admitted to the Courts of the 
State of New York, was ready to settle down 
to general practice. 

The Secretary of the Law Faculty at Har- 
vard resigned and Dean Ames offered Mr. 
Belden the position. He accepted at once 
and held the position for three years when, 
in 1902 he was made assistant librarian. He 
began to complete the catalogue of the 
Library of the Law School of Harvard Uni- 
versity which he had started as a law student, 
and this catalogue was published in two 
volumes in 1909. 

For seven years he remained assistant law 
librarian, and then for a year transferred to 
the Social Law Library in Boston, until he 
was appointed by Governor Eben S. Draper 
to be State Librarian of Massachusetts.. In 
this capacity he served eight years, from 1909 
until 1917. Here too, he left a permanent 
memorial of his service. In 1912 the State 
Library published a Hand-list of American 
Statute Law, a volume of over six hundred 
pages, prepared by Charles J. Babbitt under 
Mr. Belden’s direction. 

In 1909 he was also appointed Chairman 
of the Free Public Library Commission of 
Massachusetts, a position which he held until 
his death. 

It was on January 26, 1917, that the Trus- 
tees of the Boston Public Library elected 
Mr. Belden to the Librarianship to succeed 
Horace G. Wadlin, who had resigned after 
fourteen years service. ; 

The American Library Association was 
one of the seven organizations partici- 
pating in the United War Work Campaign. 
The quota for Massachusetts was a little 
over nine million dollars, but the amount 
subscribed was nearly ten and a half million. 
In this work, requiring constant agitation, 
Mr. Belden was campaign director for the 
States of the Northeast region. 

In 1925 he received the highest honor that 
American librarians can offer to a colleague: 
in February of that year he was nominated 
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president of the American Library Associa- 
tion, and was elected to the office at the 
Association’s Convention at Seattle, Wash- 
ington, in July. His election had a special 
significance in the fact that the Association 
was to celebrate its fiftieth anniversary 
during the year. 

It was in 1926 that Harvard University 
conferred upon him — “‘a librarian who has 
ably directed the Boston Public Library both 
for the advancement of learning and the 
benefit of the people” — the honorary degree 
of Master of Arts. In 1930 the honorary 
degree of Doctor of Letters was awarded to 
him by Boston University — ‘‘World-famous 
librarian, Director of the Boston Public 
Library: recipient of foreign medals in rec- 
ognition of service to learning: neighbor, 
with all the best connotations of the term, 
to Boston University” — with these words 
the degree was presented. 

To do him justice, more should be written 
to commemorate his achievements and his 
versatile character. Mr. Belden was a great 
figure in American scholarship and education. 
But his friends and admirers throughout the 
country will remember him rather as the 
kindly, sympathetic, and lovable friend, loyal 
in his friendships and devoted to his prin- 
ciples.

Bookman is dead, long live The American Review. 
With March, 1933, Bookman laid down its pen (vol. 
76, no. 3. Title and index to be issued ak aaa its 
publishers have started a new duodecimo periodical, 
The American Review (vol. 1, no. 1, April, 1933, 
714 x 4% inches) which will be monthly, except July, 
August, $4.00. This‘first issue has 127 pages, and 
no advertising. There are 28 pages of signed reviews 
of recent books. (Subscribers to Bookman will receive 
The American Review.) ~ 

Delaware Historical and Genealogical Recall is a new 

uarterly edited by Mrs. Matilda Spicer Hart, the 
|e eed genealogist, vol. 1, no. 1, February 1, 1933. 
This 8-page 2-column periodical will be a welcome 
addition to any library wrong, genealogical collec- 
tion. $2.25. Selling agents, F. W. Faxon Co., Bos- 
ton, who also are agents for North Carolina Historical 
Review. 

Dun & Bradstreet Weekly Review is the new name of 
Dun’s. Review from March 4, 1933: Bradstreet’s is 
merged into this after the issue of vol. 61, no. 8, and 
the new weekly continues with the volume number of 
Dun’s Review (vol. 41, no. 2058 being the issue of 
March 4, 1933). The price of the new weekly is 
$10.00 a year, but old subscribers to either of the 
former weeklies will have their subscriptions continued 
to expiration point without further charge, and any 
subscriber who had both weekly reviews will get an 
extension equivalent to the issues of both which he 
paid for. With April 15th issue it is changed to 
Dun & Bradstreet Monthly Review (vol. 41, no. 2061). 
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Economic Forum, a ‘“‘new quarterly of the economics 
of today,’’ has issued vol. 1, no. 1, Winter 1932-33. 
$2.00 a year seems very small for a periodical of this 
class with 109 pages in the first issue, plus some 
illustrations. 

Fuel Oil Journal is running its volumes twelve 
months each, beginning July, and vol. 11, no. 6, 
December, 1932, has an index covering the year 
1932, or vol. 10, nos. 7-12, and vol. 11, nos. 1-6! This 
seems the very latest fad, for it will take a jig-saw 
puzzle professional to cut up this index so that each 
volume will receive its own portion. 

Illinois State Historical Society, Journal, with vol. 
25, nos. 1-2 (April-July, 1932), reduces its size from 
1034 x7 inches untrimmed to 914 x6, trimmed. 
The change is largely a matter of reduced margins 
though a larger type is now used. 

Journal of Chemical Physics is a new and important 
monthly which, starting with January, 1933, aims to 
bridge the gap between the chemistry and physics 
journals. $10.00 yearly. 

The American Institute of Physics has now on its 
list of periodical publications the following in addition 
to the above: — Physical Review, $15.00; Reviews of 
Modern Physics, $4.00; Journal of the Optical Society, 
$6.00; Journal of the Acoustical Society, $6.00; Journal 
of Rheology, $5.00; Review of Scientific Instruments, 
with Physics News and Views, $4.00. This last peri- 
odical will be supplied free to subscribers of any of the 
others. The American Institute of Physics, Incor- 
ems, has been established to represent American 

hysical Society, Optical Society of America, Acousti- 
cal Society of America, Society of Rheology, American 
Association of Physics Teachers. 

Journal of Chemical Education with January, 1933, 
has changed from octavo to quarto size (Vol. 10, no. 1). 
There is no other change in the Journal contemplated, 
and the publisher thinks all subscribers will find the 
new size, cover page, and typography an addition to 
the attractiveness and charm of the magazine. ‘The 
revised format is designed primarily for your esthetic 
pleasure.” 

Stevens Indicator is another periodical that the 
Postal Authorities have forced to abandon the normal 
life of a self-respecting periodical. Vol. 50, no. 1, is 
an octavo book (Alumni Directory) of 104 pages, vol. 
50, nos. 2, and following to end of volume will be 
quarto size magazine issues. Publisher says: — ‘‘Pre- 
sumably the Directory will be kept for ready refer- 
ence, and filed with former copies.’’ Vol. 50, nos. 2 
to 9, will constitute the volume of the Indicator. 

Survey, our old friend, has become twins, for begin- 
ning January, 1933, the first issue of each month 
known as the “Graphic Number” becomes a separate 
magazine. “Survey Graphic’’ a magazine of social 
interpretation, $3.00 yearly. Since November, 
1921, it has been possible to subscribe separately to 
the Graphic issue, and a special edition has been 
printed each month for this purpose, — the two 
editions being exactly alike except that the one going 
to Survey subscribers was given the Survey volume 
number and called ‘Graphic Survey” and paged con- 
secutively with the mid-month issues, while the one 
sent to those taking only the Graphic was called 
“Survey Graphic,’ and carried its own volume number 
and pagination. Now Survey, Journal of Social Work, 
monthly, is running Vol. 69 from no. 1 in January, 
1933, to end of year, and Survey Graphic, Magazine 
of Social Interpretation, will be vol. 22 for the whole 
year 1933. The two magazines can be had as a unit

subscription for $5.00, or each one for $3.00. In order 
that this new “Twin” scheme might begin with the 
calendar year, vol. 68 of Survey was prolonged to 
18 issues, April to December, 1932, oe the Graphic 
Survey separate issue vol. 21 had 9 numbers, April to 
December, 1932, instead of 6 as previously. Most 
libraries will continue to take both, and the binding 
expense will be no greater than before. 


Subscriptions Extended

given an extension on subscriptions: 

American Architect became bi-monthly and extended 
I gee subscriptions six numbers, to December, 

American City reduced price September, 1932, to 
$2.00 and extended all subscriptions due to 
expire December, 1932, for four months. 

American Fruit Grower issued January-February- 
March as monthly numbers and rest of 1933 will 
be quarterly. Subscription reduced to 25 cents a 
year. All paid for 1933 at 50-cent rate will receive 
12 issues. 

American Exporter, edition in English, reduced with 
March, 1933, from $4.00 to $3.00 and extensions 
given in proportion. Subscriptions paid to Decem- 
ber, 1933, would extend to March, 1934. 

Business Week price reduced from $7.50 to $5.00 
April 5, 1933, and subscriptions paid for 1933 
extended to May 9, 1934. 

Canadian Geographical Journal skipped October- 
November, 1932, and extended all subscriptions 
two months. 

Current Science reduced February 1, 1933, from $1.00 
to 75 cents and extended all subscriptions paid for 
September, 1932, to June, 1933, at old rate, three 
months on request. 

Club subscriptions which were 70 cents are 
reduced to 40 cents from February, 1933, and will 
be extended one semester. 

Engineering and Finance resumed in January, 1933, 
and extended for 11 months subscriptions paid for 
ead year_1931 and 11 months more if paid for 


Fine Arts omitted July-August-September—October, 
1932, and gave four months extension, but has not 
yet started to issue 1933. 

Factory Management and Maintenance is the new title 
from March, 1933, of Factory and Industrial Man- 
agement which with that date merged with Main- 
tenance Engineering. 

If both periodicals were subscribed to, an exten- 
sion of the full number of months paid for was made. 

Menorah Journal issued only two numbers in 1932 
and extended all subscriptions to cover 1933 (prob- 
ably only two issues in 1933). 

Power changed from weekly to monthly in July, 1932. 
No extensions were made. 

Roads and Streets absorbed Engineering/ and Con- 
tracting after December, 1932, and gave extension 
of one year to 1933 subscribers who took both 
magazines. 

Railroad Herald omitted April, 1932, to January, 
1933, and has advanced all subscriptions paid to 
include these months, 10 months. 

Steel reduced price January 1, 1933, and extended all 
December, 1933, expirations one year. 

Vogue subscriptions paid for 1933 all old rate were 
extended five issues (2144 months) when price was 
reduced from $6.00 to $5.00.

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Care of Oil Portraits 


CARE OF OIL PORTRAITS 


Dr. G. E. Wire, Worcester, Massachusetts 


I am now writing especially, and particularly, 
for bar and small law libraries, smaller public 
libraries, society libraries, and in short for any 
library having a collection of half a dozen, or more, 
portraits of the departed great, or would be 
great. 

I am not considering collections of art museums, 
or larger public libraries, or reference libraries, for 
they are capable of caring for themselves, and 
furthermore, they are like the man from Boston, 
you can tell him, but you can not tell him much. 
These larger institutions know it all, that’s all. I 
am writing for the institutions, as first noted, which 
can not order work done carte blanche, or which 
do not have experts on their own staff to care for 
their treasures. 

I am about to outline my experience and obser- 
vation on this subject, much of which I worked out 
myself, without former study, or consultation, for 
the most part. In my previous library career, I 
did not have charge of oil portraits, nor did we 
have any lectures on them in the library school. 
So I approached the subject with an entirely open, 
candid, and unprejudiced mind. But I found oil 
portraits on our walls in 1898, and they just had 
to be attended to, as much as books and shelving, 
it was all in the day’s work. I did have the ser- 
vices and advice of one of our local artists, of more 
than local reputation, to start on and learned from 
him of the cleaning of the canvases and frames. 
Doubtless some of the following details are to be 
found in art books, or periodicals, but judging 
from my experience in a similar field, that of re- 
backing and repair of leather bound books, I 
should not expect to find very much. There are 
less than a dozen pages on these two subjects, in 
all the books on job bookbinding, from 1850 to 
1929. 

Hence my two articles in Library Journal, on 
“Leather Preservation,” in August, 1928, and on 
“Rebacking Leather-bound Books’ in April 1, 
1932. 


I am of course not writing of such portraits, as 
came from the brush of an Angelo, a Titian, a 
Correggio, a Rembrandt, a Hogarth, a Gains- 
borough, or even our own Stuart. One of our 
portraits was a G. P. A. Healy, perhaps America’s 
leading portrait painter of the past century, done 
in Paris, when both the artist and his subject were 
in their prime. This portrait is a real work of art, 
not to mention others of the collection, but it 
needed attention just the same. Although in the 
courthouse for over a score of years, it only within 
a few years came under the jurisdiction of the 
Worcester County Law Library, and will be re- 
ferred to later. 

I may here and now state, for the benefit of 
those who do not know me, personally, that for 
some thirty-one and a half years, in addition to 
many and various other duties as law librarian, I 
had charge of this collection of oil portraits. This 


library is the largest one of some seventeen in the 
different counties of this state, all free public 
libraries, open to anyone who can read, supported 
by the counties in which they are located, and are 
entitled to free importation of books, as such free 
public libraries. 

Our oldest portrait, that of Judge Merrick, by 
Harding, dates from 1867, although one or two 
copies may be of an earlier date. One thing we 
were thankful for, none were blistered, or cracked 
as to the painted surface or smoked, or otherwise 
in bad condition. I saw in one of our neighboring 
town libraries, an oil portrait of some local worthy, 
all dirty, and worse than that, the pigment cracked 
and gaping. There was evidently no attempt, no 
idea of doing anything for his complexion, he could 
only suffer on in silence as he had already done all 
these years. 

There is no art, craft or mystery, about the care 
of an ordinary oil portrait. Our subject naturally 
is divided into five parts, as follows: 

First, as to the hanging of said portraits. In our 
case most of them have to be hung where there is 
wall space for them. If the portrait looks straight 
at you, there is no particular trouble, left or right 
hand light will be about the same. — If the portrait 
be left, or right-sided, care should be taken to 
hang in a corresponding position as to the light, if 
possible. In our main court room, the windows are 
on the north and south sides. Our problem was 
to face them all towards the center, where hangs 
the life-size portrait of the Honorable, the Chief 
justice of the Supreme Judicial Court, of this 
Commonwealth. Seldom are these wall spaces 
so situated as to give the necessary artistic 
lights, and shades, for the most perfect enjoy- 
ment of these portraits. In fact it may be 
said that such proper lighting is the exception, 
rather than the rule. Our law library reading 
room, our court rooms, judges’ chambers and cor- 
ridors, in fact, none of the rooms, in this court- 
house were windowed with any thought of such 
lighting effect. I think this is true of many, if 
not most of our public buildings. One month 
before my retirement from the Worcester County 
Law Library, the Worcester County Bar Associa- 
tion gave into our care and custody the portrait 
of the Chief Justice of the Superior Court of this 
Commonwealth. There being no portraits in the 
criminal court room, it was decided to begin a 
gallery, as it were,in that room. Now this room 
was most particularly built for a criminal court 
room, even to the detention pen, leading by a 
concealed stairway to the cells in the basement. 
Windows are on the west, above the paneled 
oak ceiling, high over the judge’s bench, and three 
on the north side, somewhat lower down. It will 
readily be seen that there were plenty crosslights, 
and it was impossible to give proper light to the 
companion portraits, just so the C. J. would not be 
lonesome.
